A copy of the original subpoena (as signed and 
sealed by said State Auditor and/or his designee) is attached hereto and incorporated herein; said 
application is authorized by Section 7-7-211 (i), Mississippi Code of 1972, and is filed pursuant 
to Rule 81(b), Mississippi Rules of Civil Procedure. 

2. The Department of Audit has received information that records, documents and/or 
other evidence relating to dealings with Stone County Circuit Clerk are subject to the 
investigation and audit powers of the Department of Audit, pursuant to Section 7-7-211, that are 
in the possession of the Circuit Clerk of Stone County. 

3. Section 7-7-21 l(i), Mississippi Code of 1972, authorizes the issuance of 
subpoenas by the Department of Audit, with the approval of, and returnable to, a judge of a 
chancery or circuit court, in term time or in vacation, to examine the records, documents or other 
evidence of persons, firms, corporations and any other entities insofar as such records, documents 
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or other evidence relate to dealings with any state, county or other public entity; and § 7-7-211 (i) 
further provides that the circuit or chancery judge must serve the county in which the records, 
documents or other evidence is located, or where all or part of the transaction or transactions 
occurred which are the subject of the subpoena. 

4. In the course of its investigation or audit, the Department of Audit has received 
information, believed to be reliable, that the Circuit Clerk of Stone County is now in possession 
of the items described on the subpoena duces tecum which are required for examination and 
analysis by the Department of Audit in the performance of its statutory and mandatory duties 
under Miss. Code Ann. §7-7-211, and that a Circuit Court Judge of Stone County serves the 
county in which the records, documents and other evidence are located, or where all or part of the 
transaction or transactions occurred which are the subject of the subpoena. 

WHEREFORE, Shad White, in his official capacity as State Auditor for the State 
of Mississippi, requests a Judge of the aforesaid Court to approve the State Auditor’s issuance of 
the subpoena duces tecum presented herewith, copy of which is attached to this application.
